Outscoring Roosevelt 44-25 in the last 24 
minutes, the Mustangs staged their largest 
comeback of a season filled with numerous come- 
from-behind wins to beat Roosevelt 62-59, for their 
first Sectional Championship since 1989.

Hundreds of rowdy fans stormed the court after 
the win to celebrate the victory with the team and 
to watch an occurrence seen very little in Mustang 
history: cutting down the nets. 

Hello Highland 

With a valiant charge that would make even the 
Romans attack on the Trojans during the Trojan War 
look weak , the Mustangs turned a 45-30 Highland 
third quarter lead into a 68-63 victory, keeping the 
hopes of a Conference Championship alive. 

As hot as the sun on a 100 degree August day. 
Highland senior Kevin Boyd nailed three three- 
pointers to lead the Trojans in the first half with 15 
points for a 40-28 halftime lead. 

"We knew he was going to come in and be a big 
factor for them," Jillson said. "He just got loose in 
transition on us. If we were going to come back, we 
knew we couldn't let him get good shots." 

A Jillson three got the 'Stangs rolling, cutting the 
deficit to 12 midway through the third quarter. In 
the fourth quarter, center Brian Jablonski, senior,
